WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 — <F- 
Senate investigators described a 
labor union Thursday as “ under the 
control of agents of the Kremlin” 
and urged the Justice Department 
to consider perjury action against 
its officers who signed non-Com- 
munist affidavits. 
A tightening of the law to prevent 
Communists from holding union 
jobs or offices also was recom­ 
mended by the Senate’s internal 
security subcommittee in a report 
on its investigation of the Distri­ 
butive, 
Processing, 
and 
Office 
Workers of America uniop. 
The subcommittee made pjblic 
sworn testimony in which the pres­ 
ident of the union, Arthur Osman 
of Brooklyn, and a number of other 
top officials were identified 
as

Osman refused to answer when 
asked if he ever had been a Com­ 
munist, invoking his constitutional 
privilege against possible self-in­ 
crimination. Other officers of the 
union also balked as saying wheth­ 
er they are or ever were members 
of the Communist Party.

The people of Middletown (Ohio) 
have stopped complaining to them- 
selve: about government waste and 
high taxes. In an effective, organiz­ 
ed manner they now are complain­ 
ing to their representatives in Con­ 
gress When the |jew Congress con­ 
venes next January, the pattern of 
Middletown's 4 Tea Party” may 
have spread from coast to coast. 
If so. the greatest flood of let­ 
ters in the history of the U.S.

In other 
words, a chain letter effect was 
sought, though individuality in 
the letter-writing was urged. 
Within a few weeks 2,000 citizens 
were participating in the "Tea 
Party" 
campaign, 
and 
Middle­ 
town’s Congressman and Ohio’s 
two Senators were getting a stead­ 
ily increasing flow of letters. And 
since the letters came from Demo­ 
crats and Republicans, f a c t o r y 
workers and housewives, 
union

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MYSTERY MELODRAMA 
PUT A CHINESE LIEUTENANT gener­ 
al and his blond American secretary in a 
romantic Mexican hideaway. Have a for­ 
mer president of Mexico press the com­ 
plaint of the Chinese Nationalist govern- 
ernment that the general is holding o u t 
millions of its money.

The general is Pang Tsu-Mow, who was 
chief of a Chinese air force purchasing 
mission in Washington.

He will not return the mopey, he 
says, until he can be sure that it will go to 
the Chinese people and not into the pockets 
of Chiang “and his clique.” 
Nothing that Confucius said s e e m s to 
cover this remarkable case. V i e w e d 
against the background of the vast ferment 
in Asia, it is not without its ironical as­ 
pects. Amid all the confusion and the 
charges and countercharges one t h i n g 
seem s certain: The ingredients of this mys­ 
t e r y melodrama will eventually engage the 
talents of Hollywood. The title of the film 
almost writes itself: “Mow’s Missing Mis­ 
sion Millions.” 


BIG B A N K E R 
THE U. S. GOVERNMENT has become 
the biggest banker in the world. The Ex- 
port-Import Bank, out of net earnings of 
$51.8 million in the last fiscal year, has just 
paid the government a $20 million divi­ 
dend, with the balance carried to accumu­ 
lated reserve, which now totals $266 mil­ 
lion. 
From a small beginning in the mid-thir­ 
ties, the bank has become a billion dollar 
enterprise, established for the primary 
purpose of stimulating trade between this 
country and others through direct loans or 
guaranteeing loans by private capital. Its 
lending authority has been gradually in­ 
creased to a present total of $4.5 billion. 
The bank has loans outstanding in 47 
countries. Besides financing cotton and to­ 
bacco exports, new credits include loans 
for production of tungsten and sulphur in 
Latin America and uranium production in 
Africa. 


T have always had a profound respect for 
the small town and country banker w h o 
serves a local American community and is 
rarely 
pressured into 
the 
uneconomic 
stupidities that are so characteristic of 
most New York bankers. The latter live in 
terror of government reprisals and usually 
cover up, with sanctimonious press-agented 
statements, 
their errors of commission 
which are a product of government pres­ 
sure. The country banker, as long as he 
holds the respect and confidence of h i s 
neighbors, fears nothing from Washington. 
One of the most recent efforts of Mr. Tru­ 
man's Administration was to frighten sec­ 
tions of the American people into declaring 
themselves legal paupers and accepting 
government bounties because t h e r e has 
been a drought. The first outstanding re­ 
porter of a drought was Joseph in 
the 
Bible: he adopted New Deal procedures 
and Egypt went broke. A banker would un­ 
derstand why. 
Mr. T. E. Williams, of the Limestone 
County Bank in Athens, Alabama, is not 
only a country banker but he must know 
lots of history. He published a half-page 
advertisement in the Limestone Democrat 
telling his people to stop being scared by a 
I drought or by the politicians. This is his ad­ 
vertisement: 
“Mr. Farmer! 
“Will it make you money to sell your cat­ 
tle and hogs before they are finished under 
present conditions? 
“We would like for you to consider the 
following factors before making your de­ 
cision. 
“ 1. It will take you 5 lo 8 years to grow 
back into the cattle business to your, pres­ 
ent level. If you sell your cattle on the pres­ 
ent market they will bring much less than 
they would have brought eight weeks ago. 
“2. With the recent rains, the feed situa­ 
tion can be greatly improved by planting 
a large acreage of winter grazing crops. 
“We suggest a very good winter grazing 
combination of oats, or oats and vetch, in 
all row crops for extra grazing. Clover and 
rye grass or small grain should be planted 
on prepared seed bed, except when inter­ 
planted with established sericea. Perm a­ 
nent pastures should commence to afford 
reasonably good grazing w i t h i n three 
weeks after you get normal rainfall. 
“At the present we would suggest you cut 
and feed green corn that will not produce 
at least 15 bushels per acre. If you do not 
want to cut this corn, we think it w ould pay 
you to buy hay or concentrate rather than 
sell your cattle now’. If you do not have 
ample capital to finance purchasing feed 
we suggest you see us. 
“We also suggest you discuss your feed 
problems with your County Agricultural 
Agent, Soil Conservation Service, and the 
Agricultural Agent of this Bank.

Symptom Needing Prompt Care 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
BLEEDING from the rectum is 
one of the most common com­ 
plaints with which the physician 
has to deal. The average person 
usually thinks such bleeding is 
due to hemorrhoids or piles, and 
pays little attention to it. 
Contrary to this belief, bleed­ 
ing from the rectum may be due 
to many other causes besides 
hemorrhoids. A bleeding stomach 
or a duodenal ulcer may be the 
cause of bright red blood from the 
rectum. The use of the new anti­ 
biotics, 
aureomycin, 
chloram­ 
phenicol, and terramycin may 
also cause bleeding. 
May Be Recta) Fissure 
If a person has hemorrhoids, 
the blood seen is usually bright 
red and, in most cases, no pain 
accompanies the bleeding. 
Sometimes bleeding is due to a 
rectal fissure, which Is a crack In 
the rectal membranes. In this 
case, pain generally follows the 
bowel movements and lasts a long 
time. Blood is usually found on 
the toilet tissues. 
Small growths In the rectum 
known as polyps can cause bleed-* 
lng, but generally there is also 
much mucus with the blood. 
When pus is mixed with the 
blood, It is usually due to inflam­ 
mation of the colon (colitis), or 
perhaps to amebic dysentery. 
Of course, there is always the 


possibility that a cancer or tumor 
of the bowel is the cause of bleed­ 
ing. Most of the other conditions 
mentioned are less serious and 
are more easily cured than cancer 
of the rectum and bowel. 
Therefore, any person with 
signs of bleeding from the rectum 
should have an immediate exam­ 
ination to determine the exact 
cause. For this purpose, the 
physician uses an instrument 
known as a proctoscope to exam­ 
ine the rectum and bowel. If this 
instrument were used earlier and 
more often, many cases of early 
cancer would be detected, and 
many cancer victims kept alive 
and safe. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
V. N.: My baby has an enlafged 
tongue. What can be the cause 
of it? 
| 
Answer: This condition may be 
due to an abnormality of the 
lymph mechanism of the tongue. 
In some cases the cause is not 
known. 
Most cases of this kind are not 
too disturbing, and do not inter­ 
fere with eating. Rarely, however, 
an enlarged tongue may be due 
j to a disease of the thyroid gland, 
or to Mongolian idiocy. 
Usually, a thorough and com­ 
plete examination is necessary to 
make an exact diagnosis of the 
cause. Once the cause is deter­ 
mined. the proper treatment may 
be instituted.

BIG BANKER 
THE U. S. GOVERNMENT has become 
the biggest banker in the world. The Ex- 
port-Import Bank, out of net earnings of 
$51.8 million in the last fiscal year, has just 
paid the government a $20 million divi­ 
dend, with the balance carried to accumu­ 
lated reserve, which now totals $266 mil­ 
lion. 
From a small beginning in the mid-thir­ 
ties, the bank has become a billion dollar 
enterprise, established for the primary 
purpose of stimulating trade between this 
country and others through direct loans or 
guaranteeing loans by private capital. Its 
lending authority has been gradually in­ 
creased to a present total of $4.5 billion. 
The bank has loans outstanding in 47 
countries. Besides financing cotton and to­ 
bacco exports, new credits include loans 
for production of tungsten and sulphur in 
Latin America and uranium production in 
Africa. 


I have always had a profound respect for 
the small town and country banker w h o 
serves a local American community and is 
rarely pressured 
into the 
uneconomic 
stupidities that are so characteristic of 
most New York bankers. The latter live in 
terror of government reprisals and usually 
cover up, with sanctimonious press-agented 
statements, 
their errors of commission 
which are a product of government pres­ 
sure. The country banker, as long as he 
holds the respect and confidence of h i s 
neighbors, fears nothing from Washington. 
One of the most recent efforts of Mr. Tru­ 
man s Administration was to frighten sec­ 
tions of the American people into declaring 
themselves legal paupers and accepting 
government bounties because t h e r e has 
been a drought. The first outstanding re­ 
porter of a drought was Joseph in the 
Bible; he adopted New Deal procedures 
and Egypt went broke. A banker would un­ 
derstand why. 
Mr. T. E. Williams, of the Limestone 
County Bank in Athens, Alabama, is not 
only a country banker but he must know 
lots of history. He published a half-page 
advertisement in the Limestone Democrat 
telling his people to stop being scared by a 
drought or by the politicians. This is his ad­ 
vertisement: 
“Mr. Farmer! 
“Will it make you money to sell your cat­ 
tle and hogs before they are finished under 
present conditions'* 
“We would like for you to consider the 
following factors before making your de­ 
cision. 
“ I. It will take you 5 lo 8 years to grow 
back into the cattle business to your, pres­ 
ent level. If you sell your cattle on the pres­ 
ent market they will bring much less than 
they would have brought eight weeks ago. 
“2. With the recent rains, the feed situa­ 
tion can be greatly improved by planting 
a large acreage of winter grazing crops. 
“We suggest a very good winter grazing 
combination of oats, or oats and vetch, in 
all row crops for extra grazing. Clover and 
rye grass or small grain should be planted 
on prepared seed bed. except when inter­ 
planted with established sericea. Perma­ 
nent pastures should commence to afford 
reasonably good grazing w i t h i n three 
weeks after you get normal rainfall. 
“At the present we would suggest you cut 
and feed green corn that will not produce 
at least 15 bushels per acre. If you do not 
want to cut this corn, we think it would pay 
you to buy hay or concentrate rather than 
sell your cattle now. If you do not have 
ample capital to finance purchasing feed 
we suggest you see us. 
“We also suggest you discuss your feed 
problems with your County Agricultural 
Agent, Soil Conservation Service, and the 
Agricultural Agent of this Bank.

Symptom Needing Prompt Care

BLEEDING from the rectum is 
one oI the most common com­ 
plaints with which the physician 
has to deal. The average person 
usually thinks such bleeding is 
due to hemorrhoids or piles, and 
pays little attention to it. 
Contrary to this belief, bleed­ 
ing from the rectum may be due 
to many other causes besides 
hemorrhoids. A bleeding stom ach 
or a duodenal ulcer may be the 
cause of bright red blood from the 
rectum. The use of the new a n ti­ 
biotics, 
aureomycin, 
chloram ­ 
phenicol, and terram ycin may 
also cause bleeding. 
May Be Rectal Fissure 
If a person has hem orrhoids, 
the blood seen Is usually bright 
red and, in most cases, no pain 
accompanies the bleeding. 
Sometimes bleeding is due to a 
rectal fissure, which Is a crack in 
the rectal membranes. In this 
case, pain generally follows the 
bowel movements and lasts a lone 
time. Blood is usually found on 
the toilet tissues. 
Small growths In the rectum 
known as polyps can cause bleed* 
lng, but generally there Is also 
much mucus with the blood. | 
When pus is mixed with the 
blood, it is usually due to inflam ­ 
mation of the colon (colitis), or 
perhaps to amebic dysentery. 
Of course, there Is always the 


possibility th at a cancer or tum or 
of the bowel is the cause of bleed­ 
ing. Most of the other conditions 
mentioned are less serious and 
are more easily cured th an cancer 
of the rectum and bowel. 
Therefore, any person with 
signs of bleeding from the rectum 
should have an Immediate exam ­ 
ination to determ ine the exact 
cause. 
For 
this 
purpose, 
the 
physician uses an instrum ent 
known as a proctoscope to exam ­ 
ine the rectum and bowel. If this 
Instrum ent were used earlier and 
more often, m any cases of early 
cancer would be detected, and 
many cancer victims kept alive 
and safe. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
V. N.: My baby has an enlafged 
tongue. W hat can be the cause 
of It’ 
Answer: This condition may be 
due to an abnorm ality of the 
lymph mechanism of the tongue. 
In some cases the cause is not 
known. 
Most cases of this kind are not 
too disturbing, and do not in ter­ 
fere with eating. Rarely, however, 
an enlarged tongue may be due 
to a disease of the thyroid gland, 
or to Mongolian Idiocy. 
Usually, a thorough and com­ 
plete exam ination is necessary to 
make an exact diagnosis of the 
cause. Once the cause Is deter­ 
mined. the proper treatm ent may 
be instituted.

Lambs Can Die 
lf They Make 
Hogs Of Selves 


F arm ers who are bringing sheep 
into feedlots for fattening this Fall 
were warned today not to let lam os 
make “ hogs” of themselves. 
“ Given a chance, these 
lambs 
may actually 
cat 
themselves 
to 
death.” the American Foundation 
for Animal Health cautioned. 
One Illinois farm er recently lost 
13 of his choice feeder lam bs be­ 
cause of overeating disease, or en- 
terotoxemia. Thousands of other 
such losses oecur throughout 
the 
country every year. 
The biggest and best lam bs are 
often the victims, because they can 
shove smaller animals away from 
the fcedbunks 
and 
gorge them ­ 
selves on concentrated feed. When 
overeating occurs, certain bacteria 
in the lamb's digestive tract 
give 
off a deadly poison and the lamb 
may die. 
The owner should take two steps 
to prevent overeating losses. First, 
he should have his animals vacci­ 
nated. Such vaccination 
usually 
provides good protection 
if given 
properly. The best time to have the 
vaccinating done is 
at 
least 
ten 
days before heavy feeding starts. 
Second, f e e d i n g precautions 
should also he observed, including 
making sure that there is plenty of 
hunk space for 
each 
lamb. 
and 
keeping the hay rack 
filled 
with 
good-quality hay. 
Sometimes, in 
large 
flocks, 
it 
may 
be necessary 
to 
sort 
the 
lambs by size so they will be 
on 
more even term s when they com ­ 
pete for feed bunk space.
